Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15, 17, 19-32, 35-40, 42, 44-47 are allowed. The prior art failed to 
disclose the limitations of: upon receiving the confirmation message, each node in the 
overlay routing path records a pointer to a preceding node, and wherein the 
confirmation message is routed through the overlay routing path in reverse, and upon 
receiving the confirmation message, each node in the reverse overlay routing path 
records a pointer to a preceding node, as recited in claims 1 and 23. 

The prior art also failed to disclose the limitation wherein joining the failure 
notification tree includes: receiving a first message from a creator node of a failure 
notification group through an overlay routing path; recording a pointer to an overlay 
node from which the first message was received; forwarding the first message to a node 
in the failure notification group via a next node in the overlay routing path; receiving a 
second message from the node in the failure notification group through the overlay 
routing path, as recited in claim 40.
